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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the personalized alert of 
Langseth is not related to the travel progress. Applicant states for example if a traveler misses a connection or changes his route and 
therefore, arrives in another city than the one designated in an initial travel plan, Langseth's personal information providing service will 
continue to provide information according to the initial itinerary. Applicant asserts according to claim 1 the scope of the provided 
information is updates based on travel ticket usage information. Examiner would like to point out that the claim recites broadcasting 
information based on the travel schedule and travel progress determined from a travel schedule which is updated using travel progress 
information which includes at least one of travel ticket usage information, replacement ticket information and coupon usage information. 
Langseth teaches the personal information service including flight cancellation alert, reservation cancellation and ticket status (see col. 
10 lines 47-67. According to applicant's disclosure the advertising system refers to the travelers database that includes travel 
reservations, use of ticket, and whether the travel plan has changed or not. The disclosure teaches a ticket that could have been used 
was not used and therefore it is expected that the traveler will hot move to the scheduled place. Langseth's ticket information, such as the 
status of the ticket, flight cancellation or reservation cancellation would indicate if the user used the purchased ticket or not, either 
because the flight was canceled or the reservation was cancelled. Langseth also provide ticket status, which indicates if the ticket was 
used or not. Therefore, the Stiles's advertising system would by referring to Langseth's ticket or travel information would know whether 
traveler missed his flight or not. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
refer to the traveler's itinerary as in Langseth to check current traveler's status before broadcast relevant information. 
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
